BRILLIANT DASH 


OF AMERICANS IN 


CROSSING OURCQ 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


With the American Army on the 


Aisne Marhe Front, July 29.—The 
crossing of the Ourcq river was 'ef- 
fected by the Americans on Sunday- 
in brilliant style in the fact of great 
difficulties, the Germans having de- 
stroyed the bridges and placed their 
•artillery and machine guns in advan- 
togeous positions to resist the at-. 
tempts at a passage. The Franco- 
American forces had planned to 
cross the Ourcq before daylight on 
Sunday but the German heavy artil- 
lery held the slopes leading to the 
river Under fire, which continued all 
'night. The Americans 
repeatedly 


started the,advance during the night, 
.but as often were held back by the 
llrte of the enemy machine guns and 
heavier pieces. 
; During one of the lulls of. the'Ger- 
jman firing Captain Allen Hupp of 
.Corning, Iowa, worked his men up 
to the center of a field the slopes of 
.which led to the Ourcq. 
Just then 


they resumed their fire in full force. 
Immediately Hupp and his men dug 
in and held on where they were un- 
til daylight. 


Meanwhile the German artillery had 


been quieted somewhat by the heav- 
ier artillery of the allies carrying 
out counter battery work. Choosing 
an opportune time Hupp's men dash- 
ed to the river, jumped in with a 
splash and waded across, cheering 
as they went. 


Corporal 
Chris 
Bcrthelsen 
of 


Sioux City, Iowa, was among those 
of the first wave to cross the river. 
They immediately went after the ma- 
chine puns on a hill on the north 
bank of the Ourcq. The fire which 
they opened on the enemy nest at 
this point was so intense that the 
Germans raised a white flag. Anti- 
cipating a nice bag of prisoners the 
Americans rushed up, only to be 
opened upon again by the enemy 
machine guns as they approached. 
Then the Americans let loose with 
the full weight of their fire against 
the Go mans who again raised the 
white flag.

big military training school for 
nurses at Camp Sherman 


Women enrolling this week in the 


U. S Student Nurse Reseive will be 
assigned for service in these hospi- 
tals as vacancies occur 
No nurse 


can enter the regular Red Cross 
Army Service until she has had from 
two to three years' training in a 
recognized training school 


Her usefulness will not begin 


when she graduates from the train- 
ing school but as soon as she enters 
it. Practical nursing is part of the 
training of the school, and the stu- 
dent nurse is not rfhly' learning to 
serve but serving her country from 
the outset. 
The student gets her board, lodg- 


ing and tuition free at the tiaining 
school and in most cases receives a 
small remuneration to cover the cost 
of books and uniforms...

received the following letter from 
her son Trafford. who is with the 
A, E. F. in France: 


Somewhere in France, 


June 21st, 1918. 


This is the first opportunity I 


have had to write to you since get- 
ting located. 


The countir through which we 


traveled on the way here, is mag- 
nificently 
beautiful. 
Saw many 


thing's so different from and strange 
compared with the-States. 


The town we are now living in 


is a very old one some of the build- 
ings being probably 300 years old. 
They are all built of stone. 
The 


town has a population of about 1000 
or 1200 people and they are as cour- 


teous and friendly toward the Amer- 
ican soldiers "as can be. 


Their he-uses are built in connec- 


tion with their barns and we are 
billeted in the barn part. We have 
the places-fixed up so they are clean 
and comfortable to sleep in. 


It is difficult to make ourselves

Trench people here, but expect to 
pick up enough of their language to 
get our wants understood. 


The people for tlie most part are 


very poor, and of the class 'known 
as French peasants. 


I am enclosing a small souvenir 


handkerchief which I purchased of 
an old French woman in one of the 
novelty stores here. 
By the way, 


they have all kind of stores and 
about everything that can be bought 
in the cities may be found here. 


The prices are a little higher than' 


in the States except for wines and 
fruits, which are cheaper.
